NOTED" WRITER ON ‘LONDON 
e _ ‘CHARACTERS. :

novelist, Mr. William Pett Ridge.

. The well-known and widely read 
novelist, Mr, William Pett Ridge, | 
specialised. in' tales of, hard-up 
London life, and his output had 
not ceased up to. quite recently. 
His latest Avork’on the market, so 
far ‘as ‘present records are. avail- 
able, was “Affectionate “Regards,” 
issued. last year, 


Born in 1860, and educated at 
Marden, in Kent, and at Birkbeck 
Institution, the late Mr. 
Ridge . took to joutnalism, and& 
later to the writing. of novels: 
He.lived a country life until 1880, 
and, after a spell ,of free lanee 
and other work, ' settled down to. 
writing for a living about 1890 
He took up residence’ in London, 
and lived there nearly all the 
remainder of his life. : 


His literary - ability “was intro- 
duced to the public through Mr. 
Sidney Low, the editor of the-St. 
James's Gazette. About. 1890-1891 


he submitted to Mr; Low his: first { 


sketch ‘of London life, and later 
he. sent, under’ a pen: name, his 
first story to, the samé editor, He 


later contributed largely to that| 


journal, and published ‘Eighteen 
of Them,” a collection | of ‘short 
stories, ‘in 1894, following up. the 
next year with ‘Telling Stories,” 


‘*Minor Dialogues,” and “A Clever 


Wife.” It is considered that this 
last-named novel. was his first 
outstanding, one,’ and the ‘work 
which finally’ brought ° him into 
public favour. 


. Mr. ‘Pett Ridge’s output pines 
then has’ been a. large one, and 


all his,.stories have that appeal, 


peculiar to their environment. 
One of..-his better-known and most 
characteristic books was. “Mord
